Album Cracum for a difguife) againfl: the Angina •, of Kogs and 
AlTes againfl: Ha?morrhagies-,of Cows 3 againft the ftings of Bees 
and Wafps, and other Inflammations', of Horfes,againfl: the 
Colick, Plurifie,SufFocation of the Matrix,expulfionof Fcetm, 
an J the fecundin.es •, and that of Men,againft the Plague,&c. 

But the Principal ufes in Phyfick, for which he commends 
the volatil Salt and spirit made of the horns and bloud of Stags, 
is,itspiercing,opening,attenuating,abfterfive,difcuiilngvertue. 

He interfpetfeth here and there, as he hath occafion, many 
Philofophical and Spagitical renuuques: e.^.How all Acid's 
change the nature of volatil Salts: How nature produceth the 
volatil Salt out of Acids or fixed Salts: How plants, and divers 
parts of Animals may by their volatil Salts be Chymically re- 
prefented: by what method the volatil Salt of Harts-horn may 
be freed from its ungrateful Smell, without much impairing its 
virtue: why Harts-horns taken off from the beaft between the 
middle of Augujl,znd that of September, yield more and flroriger 
fpiritCwhether Harts-horn be better and more efficacious, when 
cakined.or crude,or prepared by a fteamy heat? &c. 

And among the many Medical prefcripts, fet down here, the 
Author gives us the Podagrick unguent of the fo much finned 
FruricifcHs 3^#0>r£i,niadeupofalmoft all the parts of a Stag: 
which how far it deierves commendationSjinuft be lcarn'd from 
experience.
